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The “Rights" of the House of Rep-
resentatives.

The country 8 Informed from
Washington that the Represenintives
in Congress, humillated by the un-
questlioned dominance exercised by
the Senate, Intend nt once to reestah-
lish and enforce thelr “rights” as
lawmakers,

We hope the report ls true.

At present the members of the
House, to whom I# entrusted the most
potent power of government—the sole
nuthority to originate bills for the
ralsing of revenue—nre content to go
through the motlons of doing their
duty, They pass bills whose authors
vote for them “with their eyes shut,”
and send them to the Senate to be
whipped into shape. The Represen-
tatives have formed the habit of
neglecting their privileges and shirk-
ing their obligations. They have
come to depend on the Senate to do
the wheel horse work—the hard labor
of Inquiry and adjustment that must
precede the enactment of any sutls-
factory law. They send to the other
end of the Capitol lllogieal, incom-
‘plete and half digested bills, the prod-
uct of laslness and {nattentlon, and
impose on the Senutors the labor of
bringlng their provisions Into aceord
with sound principles of government
and existing commercial conditions
To do this 15 one of the “rights" of
the Hounse, - It 1s the “right” that the
Representatives have been most in-
sistent on exercising.

But the House has other “rights’”

, which it may exercise if it wants to.

It has the right to accept Its powers

with sobriety, to conduect lts business

thoughtfully, and to give to the na-
tlon well considered bills which the

Seonate will not find It necessary to

rewrite before passuge, It hins the

right to frame legisiation In such a

way that the product of ltx processes

shall command respect nml confine
the Senate to the legislutive place it
was originally designed to hold.

If the House wants to reform it
can; and the reform it needs s not
dependent on the members of any
body or aggregation of bhodies outslde
its own chamber

Goevernor Whitman's Interest In the
Cruger Investigation.

If this one sentence from Governor
Warrsmax's telegram to District At-
torney Swasn were read by itself
it would convey an unfortunate lm-
pression :

*I am by no meana satlafied with the
handling by the authorities of the In-
vestigation growing oul of the murder
of Rure Cruorn.”

But, pursuing the Governor's mes-
sage, which covers the sallent points
of stupidity—or worse—dlsplayed by
certain policemen, we find that every
polnt 18 one that has been exposed by
the very Investigation with which the
Governor appears not to be satisfied,

We are glad that he Governor,
himself a criminsl investigator of
repute, Is interested in the matter;
but we do unot believe that he has
need to worry, The Mayor's Investl-
gation, conducted by the Commis-
sioner of Accounts, In no way blocked
the machinery of the IMstrict Attor-
ney's office. And this Investigution,
evidently designed to remove by com-
plete exposure the single hlot on the
present police administration as well
as to ald the enis of Justice, appears
to be unsparing. The wvery digest
written by the Governor from the
newspaper reporis s evidence of the
depths to which the knife ix sunk.

The public wants the truth about
the Cruger cuse, and the techaleal
method of getting at It is compara-
tively unimportunt, After the truth,
no lenity for the criminal, no white
wash for the iurl*lm-n.

In the Uniied States, as in other
countries engngedl in war, the dally
gossip of the street has  assumed
importance thut ecalls for great care
on the part of all of us In belleving
and repeating what we hear, regard-
less of the source SHom which it
comes, This Is true rot only of such
fmporipnt eannrds us the clreumstan:
tial report of o sen fight off Helgo-
land with a hundred pr more ships
sunk and our nnval hospitals filled
with wounded sallors, but also of less
vital tales passed from mouth 1o
mouth untll they cover the whole
conntry, and from the very method
of their eirculntion defy the most
enrnest efforis (o deny them o ex-
pinin them away,

NECrsaRry secredy surrounding

wilitary wovemeuts, (he tension wn-

der which all of us are living, the
unappeased avidity of everybody for
news, prepares the public mind to
recelve yarns obviously false, Tales
that can be supported by a plausible
argument find ready acceptance, and
the multiplieation of “proofs™ as they
pass from person to person provides
substantintion for unfounded reports
that the most authentic accounts of
actual happenings might not be able
to muster,

This credulity furnishes unexcelled
ground for the cultivation of un-
truths designed to Impalr our power
and divert our attention from mat-
ters that require attention. This can
ba accomplished by falsehoods that

connt of squars and cuble feet. In
other words, he notes the fact that
faflure in a given direction may be
offset by extension in another,

A reviewer may or may not have
the full knowledge and experience of
hin subject possessed by the eritie.
Very often he has. Bat the reviewer
is not & high priest. He s a man of
keen consclence who alms solely to
tell the public enough about a play
or other production to enable It to
form a correct opinlon ns to whether
It wants to see It or not,

The critle tells you whether a thing
Ia good or bad and In what respects,
judged by classle standarde. A re-
viewer Is an hooest man who de-

lpplmtly have little or.no hearing
on the war, The purpose of dellber-
ate liurs engnged In the enemy propn-
ganda 18 served by suspicions that
weaken our falth in the private mor-
als of persons In public place ns truly
as It I8 by direct Impeachment of
thelr oMelal acts. The establishment
of distrust and contempt prepares the
way for discord and division, and the
destruction of unity Iz one of the Im-
mediate objects of the nlien aglintors
AMONg us,

Nobody ean help hearing the atro-
clous scandals that are bandied about
In many cases by men and women
who have no consclousness of the
service they are performing for our
enemy, but everybody can do some-
thing to break the chaln of mallelons
gossip.  Lips closed agalnst the ut-
terance of reports In support of which
no evidence can be produced will
provide an alibl for any person when
the exposure of thelr falsity Is made:
and undoubtedly this will eventually
become n matter of materinl Impor-
tance, for as the war progresses the
authorities will unquestionably find
means to punish the disloyul origina-
tors of injurious lles and their stupld
circulators.

A Profit Dictator Too?

Out of the mazes of the excess
profits provisions of the war revenue
blll, as rewritten by the Senate Fi-
nance Committee, the reader will see
in dim outline emerging a figure more
powerful than Mr. Hooves is poten-
tlally or the [uterstate Commerce
Commission la In fact. The second
paragraph of Section 204 of the Sen-
Ate mensure says:
“The proportion between the excesa
profite and the net income in each trade
or business shall be determined by the
Commissioner of Internal Revenus in
accordance with regulations prescribed
by him with the approval of the Bec-
retary of the Treasury.'

Why do Ameriean business men
trouble their heads with the excess
profits taxation soon to be lmposed,
with speculations as to what this or
that clause of the complicated Senate
bill means, with wvague attempts to
analyze the definition of capital as
“the falr avernge value of the assets
actually Invested * * * less the
average amount of the labllitles in-
curred”—and so on?

Why worry?

The proportion between the excess
profits and the net Income Is to be
determined by the Government, the
Government therefore will have to de-
termine the net income. To deter-
mine the net income the Government
will have to determine the “eapital”
and everything else thereto related,
You may be In some doubt as to how
much your business Is making, but
after the Government gets through
sou will be In no doubt whatever,
The Secretary of the Treasury will
approve the rules of the game. But
while it 1s played let the business
min remember that he I8 present only
as o spectator.

The Critic and the Reviewer.

The death of a distinguished Amer-
lenn eritie of the drama cannot but
stir many to reflection on the man
himself, his writings, and the stage
which was his professionnl theme for
nearly half a century. Some will be
puzzled by the fuet that his methods
are almost non-exlstent at present,
although thelr loftiness of purpose Is
entirely unquestioned by most of
those who disagreed with thelr ap-
pliention, Some will see in thelr dis.
appearaned proof of that decadence
which WiLiam Wistes belleved to
be the principal charncteristic of the
maodern droma.

Both those who are puzzied and
those who are pessimistic fall to tuke
into proper account changing condi-
tlons. Was there no trash staged In
the days when Mr, Winten began his
work, in the days of Epwix Boorn
and Sir Hexey Imvinag? Look over
old mnewspaper filles and see what
wretehed melodrama and  horseplay
farce were played between a Macbeth
and an Othello. How much of that
stuff would ever so much as reach
production now? There are unclean
plays on Broandway every present seq-
son, Well, they are not new o thelr
unclennness, A perusal of some earlier
fuvorites will convinee nny one of
that.

With the spréead of theatres and
the multiplication of plays the edu-
catlve power of the draoma hos been
extended to great numbers of persons
untouched by it in the past. As a
result there hos taken place a read-
Justment, and a very necedsary one,
of the attitude of those who write
about the thestre for publle Informa-
tlon. The eritlec has been generally
digplaced by the reviewer, What s
the difference?

A critle Is rightly a person with
full and authoritative knowledge of
his subject, who dpplies to selected
works of art certaln severe and high
artistle tests, He 18 acquainted with
ihe hest stppdnrds of the particnlar
art with which he deals. By those
standards he measures subsequent
productions, If he is u redlly great
eritle he grows more liberal without
lessening his exactions. measure

geribes what he has seen malnly with
the fden of letting you declde’ Its

Imerits for yourself later,

Good critlcs  are  Indispensable,
They are rare and but few are needed.
Good reviewers are Indispenaable,
They are many nnd wWe ©An never
get too many of them. For good re-
viewers are simply good reporters.
They educate us by starting us right
and compelling us to use our own

‘minds, Good critles furnish the nee-

esunry check by compelllng us to jus-
tify our own jodgments.

Color nor
creed, history nor remoteness, may
stand In the way of the concerted
hunt of the great criminnl, “Who-
ever now upholds or justifies Ger-
many,” as Mr. Roosevirr sald, *Ms an
enemy of the United States.”
And he |8 an enemy, and should
be treated as such, whether he mouths
his erookedness In n beer garden or
prints It in a forelgn language news-
paper. In the latter form, as Mr,
Rooseverr pointed out, it I8 most
dangerous, 1If the Government would
adopt Mr, Roosevevr's suggestion that
all newspapers conducted in the lan-
guage of the enemy be required to
publish, column for column, an exact
translation into English of the text,
there would be less of disloyalty In
type—or there would be fewer for-
elgn lapguage newspapers.

If the Government is to: pension the
vetorans of the present war or mem-
hers of their familiey thers Is no ap-
puarent reason why the extent of the
Government's undertaking should not
be exactly prescribed in advance,

It Is a well known fact that an
army travels on |ts stomach, and It In
equally trua of the navy, where the
food question is one of the most fm-
portant factors with which the Navy
Department has to deal. When one
considers that a ship of war Ia some-
times naway from shore station for
months ut a time, whera the umual
supplles of fresh meat, vegetables and
wator cannot be secured, then It can
be readily seen that tho problem of
feeding any naval force In ane that
rodqidres conslderable knowledge and
attention,

It used to be the popular Lellef of
many peopls that all sallors of the
navy had a fare consisting of salt
pork, beans, hardtack, coffes and o
faw other artleles and not much of
anything else. It 18 probably little
known to the maWy Inland folks that
our sallor of to-day Is better fed than
any other In the world, and he has
plenty of food which is well prepared
by cooks who are enlisted for that
PUPpOSS,

Une of the most important prob-
lems of a ship of war golng Into com-
misslon [n the food suapply. While
ununlly the ships of to.day make
but few long crulses, unless they are
proceslding on a roving commission,
whip stores last about twa months
The numerous supply vessels belong-
Ing to the navy follow the fleet while
In home wwaters and they oarry
provislons and general stores which
muay Le drawn when necessary,

Frosh meat and vegetables are al-
wnys lssuod to the vessels when in
port, and they only draw on their sea |
stores when they are out of might of
land and when their supply of fresh
vegetables is exhausted.

The doting mothers of some of our
young men who havae entersd the ser-
vice of Uncle SBam as seamen need
have no fear that thelr sons will not
be wall fod, for the rations served at
sai nre as good If not better than they
recelved at home,

As n rule the list of sea =stores
whiich are Included consists of bread,
snlt nnd smoked meats, canned vege-

Including beans, peas and
canned, dried and preserved
fruits, tea, coffse and cocoa, condensed
and evaporated milk, butter, msalt,
Bugar, pepper, mustard, macarond,
cheese, catsup and French dressings,
vinegar, sauerkraut, pickles, molasses
and spices, These are among the
articles which may be issued each
week, but so arranged that the sailor
will have a different wvariety overy
day.

For his Sunday moals he may he
served  romst  beef, bread, squash
(canned); coffee with sugur and con-
donsed milk, butter, tomnto ocatsup,
cheese and chnoed froft. On Mondoay
he moay recelve o ratlon made up of
wupnr cured ham, bolled rles, eocoa
with sugar and condenssd milk, bread
and butter, and dried frult, which may
ha elither prunes or something of that
sort.  With meals of this kind there
surely Is no complaint to be made as
